The respondents, sitting as a Board 
f Equalization, made an order ad- 
ing to the assessed value of peti- 
ioner's property. He seeks by cer- 
orari to have that order set aside 
nd declared void upon the ground 
jat the Board had no jurisdiction to 
ot. It is alleged that the order 
ras made without any complaint of 
adervaluation, either oral or writ- 
en, having been laid before the 
taard. 
Upon presentation of the 


etition we ordered the writ to issue, 
nd the respondents have made their 
etnrn hereto, which shows that no 
written complaint was filed, and that 
lere is nothing in the minutes of 
IB Board to show that even an oral 
omplaint was made. The leturn is, 
owever, accompanied by an affidavit 
f the Chairman of the Board to the 
Sect that snob a complaint was 
made, but that a recital of the fact 
was inadvertently left out of the min- 


tes of their proceedings. 
The petitioner objects to the con- 
ideration of this affidavit on the 
round that it is not a part of the 
eoord. The objection is probably 
well founded as the case stands; but 


e think very respectable authority 
light be found for ordering the 
5oard to amend its record so as to 
onforin to the facts, and to make a 
etnrn of its lecord amended. This, 
lowever, is a question of some nicety; 
nd, as the cuse may be disposed of 
ipon other gronnda, we abstain from 
leciding or discussing it. Assuming 
or the present that we cannot, in 
his proceeding, look beyond the 
minutes and files of the Board. 
We 


re all the more convinced that we 
nght not to have issued the writ. It 
hould have been denied upon the 
ground that the petitioner had anoth- 
r plain, speedy and adequate remedy, 
f the Board acted without jarisdio- 
ion in raising bis assessment, this is 
good defense pro tanto in any suit 
or the tax; and since, as we assume, 
we cannot in this form of action 
make a full inquiry into the facts 
upon which their jurisdiction depend- 
id, it is all the more necessary that 
he petitioner should be remitted to 
that mode of redress in which the facts 
may be more fully shown. Another 
weighty consideration impelling us 
to the s»me conclusion is the fact that 
he State, although not a party to 
ibis proceeding would be bound by 
any order we might make annulling 
the action of the board and would be 
precluded from proving, in its suit 
'or the tax, Unit a sufficient com- 
plaint was made|to authorize the ao 
tton of the Board. 
(State va. 0. P. 


B. B., 10Nev.,79, 80.) 


It was claimed by petitioner, at the 


lime of presenting his petition, that 
Section 32 of the Revenue law (C. 
L., 3.156), which excludes all except 
certain enumerated defenses in tax 
suits, wonld prevent him from rely 
ing opon the want ol jurisdiction in 
the Board to raise bis assessment. 
But this is a mistake. The oonclud 
ing scntenoson that action: "and no 
other answer shall be permitted,' 
mast be understood with this quali- 
fication and it does not exclude the 
direct denial of any allegation of the 
complaint necessary to be proved in 
order to entitle the State to recover. 
The assessment is one of the facts 
which the State is bound to prove, 
and if the Commissioners had no ju- 
risdiction to raise petitioner's assess- 
ment, their act was void and can be 
collaterally attacked. 
(People vs, 


Reynolds, 28 Cal., 108; People vs 
Flint. 39 Gala., 670; People vs. Gold- 
free, 44 Id., 323; Beck vs. Comnus 
of Washoe, recently decided in this 
Court.) 


We intimated in the ease of thi 


State vs. Northern Bell Company (12 
Nov., 92, 93), that an oral complain 
was sufficient to authorize action by 
the Board of Equalization. We know 
of no decision to the contrary, unless 
it can be said that it was so held in 
People vs. Goldfreo, supra. But the 
point was not really involved in thai 
case, as it was decided upon the 
ground that there was no complain 
of any soit made to the Board. Al 
that was said morever, was that i 
had been held m People vs, Beyno 
Ids, and affirmed in People vs, Flint 
"that the filing of a complaint wa 
necessary." By reference to those 
cases, however, it will be seen tha 
the point was not desired in eithe 
of them. In the first there was ni 
sort of complaint necessary. 
In 


the second case a written complain 
had been filed, but it was held to bi 
defective in substance The truth is 
the point has never been directlj 
passed upon in California, and w 
find nothing in either the letter o 
spirit of the statute requiring a writ 
ten complaint. 


We have not noticed the other poin 


relied upon by the petitioner, ?'. e. 
that the Clerk failed to pnblisl 
a list of the persons, the valuation o 
whose property had been raised i b; 
the Board, for the reason that in ou 
opinion it does not affect the question 
of jurisdiction. The publication o 
such notice is one of those acts "be 
tween the assessment and commence 
ment of suit" which are express!; 
declared to be "directory merely/' 
and a non-performance of which ii 
not ground of defense in a tax sui 
unless it has actually injured the de 
fendant. (C L. 3,156; State vs. C 
P. B. B., IP Nov., 61.) 


The writ having been improviden 


tly issued, is hereby set aside anc 
the proceeding dismissed.
